Eight Socialists Sentenced 
for Defying Army Orders 


One Man at Camp Dodge Given 20 Years in 
_ Prison and 7 Others 25 Each by Gen- 
eral Court Martial. 


CAMP DODGE, Io., March 11 (By 
A. P.).—Found guilty by a gener&l 
court martial of refusing to obey or- 
ders, eight National Army men from 
St. Paul, all professed Socialists, have 
been sentenced to long terms of im- 
prisonment in the Leavenworth peni- 
tentiary, it was announced today. 

One of the men, A. S. Broms, was 
given 20 years and the other seven 
were sentenced to 25 years’ confine- 
ment, all at hard labor. 


The seven are: W. H. Treseler, R. 
A. Carlson, Carl W. Johnson, Axel 
W. Carlson, Cunnard Johnson, For- 
ris Kamman and Nickolaus Ungar. 

Broms and Treseler are the only 


native-born Americans. The rest are 
natives of Sweden, but had declared 
their intention to become American 
citizens. 


The courtmartial ends legal pro- 
ceedings in which the eight had been 
involved since shortly after June 5, 
1917, when they refused to register 
for selective service in St. Paul.: They 
were arrested, found guilty of draft 
evasion and sentenced to eight 
months. The Federal sentence was 
commuted and the men brought tv 
Camp Dodge and assigned. Here 
they refused to recognize the author- 
ity of their officers and would not 
perform duties required of them. 


GETS A YEAR FOR DRUG 


Man From Mexico, Mo., Sen- 
tenced for Proposal of Scheme 
to Escape Army Service. 


Eugene J. Deane of Mexico, Mo., 
was sentenced by Judge Dyer in the 
United States District Court today to 
serve a year and a day in the Leav- 
enworth penitentiary. He was con- 
victed by a jury March 1 ona charge 


of having offered to put drugs in the 
eyes of William Otis Johnson of 
Mexico, so that Johnson might es- 
cape the army draft. Johnson is now 
‘a soldier in the 138th Infantry, at 
Camp Doniphan. 

Deane has been a Methodist minis- 
ter, an oil stock salesman and mining 
promoter. His attorney, Homer Hall, 
read in court letters from. several 
persons living in Western towns ane 
cities in which they said they knew 
nothing against Deane’s character. 

In resisting the plea for clemency, 
Assistant District Attorney Wood- 
ward also read letters which were 
not so favorable to the defendant. 
Some of these were from special in- 
vestigators “employed by Woodward 
to look into Deane’s past record in 
Idaho and Washington. 

A letter from Emmett, Idaho, said 
Deane was pastor of a Methodist 
church there in 1905 and was forced 
to resign after differences with his 
congregation. “ After leaving ths 
ministry he operated a livery stable 
for a short time and then disap- 
peared, leaving behind him boxes 
and packing cases in which his per- 
sonal effects were supposed to be 
stored. These boxes, according to 
the letter, were seized and opened 
and in them were found many ar- 
ticles which had been stolen from 
homes in the town. 

A report from Seattle said that in 
1905 Deane was engaged as pastor 
of a church there and after preach- 
ing his first Sunday sermon he 
dropped out of sight for a week. He 
returned the following Sunday, but 
was not permitted to occupy the pul- 
pit. 

In sentencing Deane, Judge Dyer 
said that his unqualified denial of 
all the charges against him was un- 
favorable to the case in view of the 
tact that some of the charges had 
been well substantiated by the testi- 
mony. 

“I think I best serve the interests 
of the public and of this man himself 
by sentencing him to prison,” sai: 
the Judge. 

Deane has been in jail about four 
months. The sentence made no al- 
icwance for the. deduction of this 
time.

Memento Was on Body of Lieutenant 
Killed in Unsuccessful Raid on 
U. S. Trenches. 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, March 11.—QOne Ger- 
man mother will receive a memento 
of her son, who died fn the night at- 
tack on the American sector north- 
west of Toul, sent by the men he 
attempted to surprise and kill. 

It is an iron cross, which the Kai- 
ser had bestowed upon him. 

The German Lieutenant, who was 
killed in the unsuccessful raid on 
our trenches, wore the iron cross 
pinned to his breast. He was buried 
in the shell-torn ground where he 
fell. One of the articles of identifi- 
cation brought to headquarters was 
a note book which gave the name of 
his mother living across the Rhine.

FOLK TO PETITION 
1.0.0. 10 ABOLISH 
BRIDGE ARBITRARY 


Will Present Chamber of Com- 
merce Plea in Washington 
\ Thursday. 


A decision to file with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission in 
Washington, Thursday, the petition 
of the Chamber of Commerce asking 
that the bridge arbitrary of 20 
cents per ton on coal be abolished, 
was reached this morning by Jack- 
son Jchnson, president, and Joseph 
W. Folk, counsel for the Chamber, 
following an informal conference 
with executives of the railroads com- 
prising the Terminal Association. 

The conference iasted only 30 
minutes, in which time Folk ex- 
plained~ the determination of the 
Chamber of Commerce to “fight to 
the last ditch” to abolish the ar- 
bitrary, and B. F. Bush, president 
of the Missouri Pacific, explained 
the attitude of the railroads, which 
evidently had been agreed upon in 
advance of the meeting. 

Railroads “Strictly Neutral.” 

The position taken by the roads, 
as explained at the meeting, is in 
line with the views expressed by 
James L. Minnis, vice president and 
general solicitor of the Wabash, in 
an-interview printed exclusively in 
the Pust-Dispatch last Thursday. 
Minnis took the position that the rail- 
roads should have no part in the 
Chamber of. Commerce movement to 
ebolish the arbitrary, and that they 
should maintain a ground of “strict 
neutrality,” neither aiding in the 
movement nor opposing it. 

Folk and Johnson, when they left 
the me@ting, said they understood 
from the informal discussion of the 
matter that the roads would not put 
any obstacles in the way of the peti- 
tion of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and tlagt they would only await a de.- 
cision by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to put into effect any 
ruling that body should make. 

Finish Fight Promised. 

Johnson, when called upon ‘by 
Bush, chairman of the meeting, said 
Folk would speak for the Chamber 
of Commerce. . Folk said that he and 
Johnson were not there to ask the 
railroad men to do anything, but 
that the Chamber of Commerce had 
started out to abolish the arbjtrary, 
and that it did not intend to ra un- 
til it had accomplished its purpose. 
He talked briefly on the injury done 
St. Louis by the arbitrary on -coal, 
and said that in his opinion the case 
against the arbitrary could be suc- 
cessfully prosecuted before the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission.

Petition to Be Filed. 


Failure of the roads, he said, vol- 
untarily to file tariffs which would 
eliminate the arbitrary would neces- 
sitate the filing of a petition with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
which he was prepared to do. His 
position was that if the filing of such 
tarifs would be embarrassing to the 
roads, he would file his petition. 

Bush, speaking for the roads, ex- 
plained that they would not feel that 
it was proper for them to file the 
tariffs, but that they would await 
the outcome of any proceedings in- 
stitutéd before the commission, and 
of course would obey any order of 
the commission. 


The petition prepared by Folk sev- 
eral days ago is in the hands of the 
printer and will be ready to forward 
to Washington tomorrow night for 
filing Thursday. It reviews fhe his- 
tory of the terminal situation in St. 
Louis, the damage done to the busi- 
ness of the city by the arbitraFy> and 
asks that the roads be required to 
file tariffs making one rate to the 
St. Louis-East St. Louis commercial 
zone. 


East St. Louis Fight Expected. 


If the railroads do not oppose the 
petition of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, as Folk and Johnson say they 
understand they will not, the only 
fight to be met by St. Louis will be 
that of East St. Louis, which has 
profited from the arbitrary, which 
made the cost of coal hauled to St. 
Louis 20 cents a ton higher than the 
cost in East St. Louis. 


The East St. Louis Chamber of, 
Commerce is on record as opposing 
the removal of the arbitrary. It has 
employed an attorney to appear be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to oppose the petition to be 
filed by Folk.

WEST PALM BEACH, Fia., March 
11 (By A. P.)—"“Dr.” J. M. Munyon, 
70 years old, a medicine manufac- 
turer of Philadelphia, died yesterday 
Heart dis- 
ease was said to have been the cause. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 11.— 
Few men have had a more versatile 
career than “Dr.” Munyon. 

Born at Thompson, Conn., Aug. 3, 
1848, he was in turn a school teach- 
er, lawyer, social worker, editor, song 
writer and patent medicine manufac- 
turer. He was president of Munyon’'s 
Homeopathic Home Remedy Co. and 
was rated as a millionaire. He was 
not a physician. 

He spent large sums in advertising 
and to this he attributed much of his 
success. His famous gesture with 
the index finger pointed upward far 
above his head, and the phrase, 
“There is hope,” became familiar 
through newspaper advertising in 
many parts of the world. 

Dr. Munyon was married three 
times and divorced once. In 1908 he 
was married to Pauline Neff Mets- 
ger, @n actress, scarcely one-third 
his age. The union did not prove a 
happy one and shortly afterward 
they were divorced.

“Good Gracious Annabelle” 
Sparkles With Witty Talk, 
Plot Far-Fetched. 


—_———

A S some producers regard the 


characters of a show as dum- 

mies on which to parade cos- 
tumes, so occasionally a playwright 
utilizes them as hangers on which 
to depend epigram and repartee. In 
the latter class is Clare Kummer, 
whose farce comedy, “‘Good Gracious’ 
Annabelle,” opened a week’s engage- 
ment last night at the Jefferson 
Theater. 

Miss Kummer’s play is unique in 
the virtually sole reliance which it 
places in the power of language. In 
plot it is far-fetched, unconvincing 
and mostly uninteresting, and its 
funniest situation was employed to 
far better advantage in “Come Out 
ot the Kitchen.’’’ There is little se- 
rious attempt at character portrayal 
and the aim of the comedy of man- 
ners, that of inculcating a lesson, 1S 
scarcely glanced at. Here not the 
play, but the words, are the thing. } 

Words, in fact, may be called the 
actors in “Good Gracious Annabelle.” 
They have much more vitality than 
the personages themselves; the 
events happen not so much in the 
situations as in the talk—paradoxes 
clash, wit darts forth, words dance 
.and sparkle. That this makes for a 
perfect play cannot be maintained— 
the best comedy, of. course, has not 
only brilliant lines but absorbing ac- 
tion and acute characterizati@n—but 
its ideal is as much higher than that 
b- the current revues and musical 
} 


shows as language is mére rational 
| than millinery. 

Smartness of Wit. 

| However, the handicap is a peril- 
ous one. Depending altogether on 
itself, without assistance from the 
plot, the text is under the difficult 
necessity, of corruscating .in every 
line. It is no easy task to provide 
three hours of talk with pungency 
in every sentence, and if it could be 
achieved the effect would be one of 
strain. ‘ The wonder is not that Miss 
Kummer often nods, and that the 
| play gets off to a dull start; it is 
‘that she maintains an average of 
cleverness and smartness almost suf- 
ficient to hold the attention through- 
out. 

As for the story, Annabelle Leigh 
is a young woman, who, at 16, was 
kidnaped by a hermit cave-man in 
the West and forcibly married to 
him, escaping immediately from his 
clutches, however, by dint of skill- 
ful weeping. For seven years she 
has not seen him, but has received 
an allowance, which she squanders 
so conscientiously that she is always 
in financial straits. As she remarks 
plaintively: 

“It’s so hard to pay your bills 


I never had a cashier in any bank 
that adds the same way I do—and 
oh, you can’t imagine the despera- 
tion of a woman alone in a room 
with an unbalanced bank account’”’

When the play opens she is pen- 
niless, with allowance day three 
months away, but is giving an ex- 
pensive luncheon to Bohemian 
friends at a hotel. While she is 
struggling for sOme resource with 
which to pay for the dinner, comes 
the news that she has been named 
as corespondent in a divorce suit 
Flight is the only salvation, and she 
seizes upon an opportunity to hire 
out as cook at the Long Island home 
of George Wimbledon, millionaire 
and bon vivant, and drags her guests 
along as servants. The poet becomes 
a gardener and the portrait painter 
a parlor maid. There she finds her 
husband, who has shaved off his 
beard, and in the end he carries her, 
unresisting, ‘‘back to the cave.’’ 

A few quotations will give the fla- 
vor of Miss Kummer’s humor. John 
Rawson, a Western mine owner, is 
discussing with Annabélle the di- 
vorce suit in which she is involved, 
and the following dialogue occurs: 


“Rawson: You didn’t really mean 
it—about being a corespondent? 

“Annabelle: Yes, Mr. Rawson, it’s 
true, and though I’m quiet about it, 


it’s not because I’m used to it. It’s 

most unusual. 
“Rawson: Mr. Murchison? 
“Annabelle: It’s so ridiculous. I’m 


fond of Harry, but he’s not the sort 
of man at all that I could imagine 
being a corespondent for. 

“Rawson: Tell me, haven't 
anyone to look after you? 

“Annabelle: Yes, yes. . I must tell 
you. I have a husband somewhere. 

“Rawson; A husband somewhere? 
He can’t be of much use to you.

|FIVE HOTELS, 2 DANCE HALLS 


AND ROOMING HOUSE RAIDED 


150 Men and Women Taken Are Re- 
leaged | 


After five hotels, two dance halls 
and a rooming house had been raid- 
ed “by city detectives between. mid- 
night.and 2 a. m. yesterday, more 
than 150 men and women arrested 


in the raids were released on their 
promise that they would appear be- 
fore the. grand jury as witnesses 
against proprtetors and managers 
who were charged with conducting 
disorderly places and selling drinks 
without license. 

The hotels raided were the St. 
Regis, Broadway and St. Charles 
street; the Cambridge, 515 — 8&t. 
Charles street; the Antlers, Hight- 
eenth and Olive streets; the Ven- 
dome, 1428 Olive street, and the 
Manhattan, 1803 Chestnut street. 

In reporting the raids the detec- 
tives said that three United States 
soldiers in uniform “loaned for the 
purpose by the commandant at Jef- 
ferson Barracks” were used in ob- 
taining evidence of the sale of liquor 
at the St. Regis and Cambridge ho- 
tele and that the soldiers bough* 
drinks with marked money. 
against the Federal law to sell drinks 
to soldiers or sailors in uniform. 

Charges were placed against Ru- 
dolph Klein, manager, and Charles 
Gowdy, negro waiter at the St. Re- 
gis; Sam Chako, proprietor, and 
Ophelia Watson, negro maid, at the 
Cambridge; Edward Simpton, pro- 
prietor, at the Antlers; Jefferson 
Williams, manager at the Vendome, 
and Arthur B. Kelly, manager, at 
the Manhattan. 

In a raid on a negro dance hall 
at 3141 Lawton avenue, conducted 
by Charles Mills, six white women 
and eight white men were among 
about 100 persons arrested. The po- 
lice reparted that a dance was in 
progress and drinks were being sold. 
Mills was charged with selling liquor 
without a licenge. 

Kissel’s dance hall, at Twelfth and 
North Market streets, was raided 
while about 100 persons were danc- 
ing. Alois Kissel, proprietor, was 
charged with selling drinks without 
a license and with selling intoxicants 
to minors. 

Three girls under age were re- 
quired to promise they -would ap- 
pear as grand jury witnesses. W. P. 
Baumgartner, a waiter, and August 
Becker, a bartender, also were ar- 
rested in this raid. Ten negroes 
were listed as witnesses after a raid 
on a rooming house at 1613 Chest- 
nut street.

) MR. BAKER AT THE FRONT. 
| Secretary Baker's visit to France is a sensible 
step. Not only will the Secretary have an oppor- 
tunity to inspect personally the condition of our 
forces on the front and the work accomplished 
and planned there for the vigorous prosecution 
of the war, and to confer with Gen. Pershing and 
his staff on war plans and needs at the front, but 
he will be able to obtain, as no report cam give 
him, a clear idea of the situation and the scope of 
our task in Europe. 

Personal inspection and conference with Gen. 
Pershing, the allied commanders and authorities 
will thoroughly inform Mr. Baker as to 
the work we must do at home and abroad 
to assure victory. If he had any doubt 
concerning the necessity of our continuing 
to draw upon our vast resources’ in 
men and material until our forces ape eqval to 
defeating the Germans, regardless of allied aid, 
they will probably be dissipated by the informa- 
tion he will gain on the field of conflict. He 
should return ready to enlighten not only the ad- 
ministration, but the American people, concern- 
ing the full scope of the effort required of us and 
the best Methods of achieving our end. If there 
is in him any of the pacific weakness with which 
he is charged—we do not indorse the charge—it 
will be taken out of him by a personal view of the 
situation and by first-hand knowledge of the 
views of men engaged in actual warfare. 

Mr. Baker will be the military eye of the Presi- 
dent, as Col. House has been his diplomatic ob- 
server. The President, who is unable to go abroad, 
will have more complete information for his own 
guidance. 

There is no doubt of Mr. Baker's mental ca- 
pacity: He is bright, alert and has a logical mind. 
We expect excellent results from his tour of in- 
spection. We expect him to bring back what we 
need in his department, a clear, definite concep- 
tion of what we must do to gain our end and how 
we can best do it. 
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THE NEW CASUALTY RULE. 

The reasons for the new censorship of casualty 
lists is so obvious as scarcely to need explanation. 
By withholding the home addresses of privates 
who have been killed, much of the labor of Ger- 
many’s spies in this country will be nullified. 
These spies in all probability have spent a great 
deal of time classifying American troops by the 
localities from which they are recruited. If they 
know that one man from St. Louis, one from Du- 
luth, one from San Francisco and one from Pén- 
sacolja have been killed at a certain place they 
have gone far towards establishing the number 
and identity of the divisions concentrated there. 
If they learn the names and nothing more, they 
will be as much at sea as ever. 

To end as quickly as possible the suspense of 
the relatives of the dead, wounded and missing, 
the War Department will communicate with 
them directly. If there should be any difficulty 
at first in managing the routine of this method, 
it will soon be remedied. 
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MR. ALLISON’S NEW TASE. 

Engineer James E. Allison, who as a member 
of the City Public Utility Commission, had the 
chief responsibility for the appraisal that fixed 
the value of United Railways properties at a lit- 
tle more than $37,000,000 seven years ago, is to 
be employed to determine the valuation at 
present. : 

, The purpose is to ndveetati the proportion of 
saiiaiasies the owners dre entitled to take as inter- 
est on their investment and hence to’ throw light 
on, the justice of the demand for increased fares. 
A temporary arrangement, to continue during war 
time only, leads accordingly to an action which 
the city previously had refused to take in reach- 
ing a basis for an arrcngement for 31 years under 
the franchise ordinance. However, an appraisal 
brought up to date will be of value in future dis- 
cussions for a permanent settlement with the 
company. 

Admittedly questionable items in the $60,000,000 
gross valuation arrived at by City Engineer 
Smith as the basis for the ordinance provisions 
should be subjected to most searching analysis. 
There is the matter of the scrapped cable car 
equipment of years ago, alleged to be an item for 
which the straphanger should pay indefinitely. 
There is also the charge that large sums are 
carried to the depreciation account, making it ap- 
pear that the company is operating on a very 
narrow margin of profit, but that the cost of 
actual renewals is charged, not against the de- 
preciation fund, but to the capital account and 
added as a legitimate increment making up the 
$60,000,000 total. 

Money devoted to a scientific survey of the en- 
tire subject of United Railways finances will be 
money well spent. 
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THE COLONEL’S CONFESSION. 
And now comes Col. Roosevelt to add his potent 
swat to the perennial pest who is always insisting 
that people ought to read only “helpful” books, 
the myopic moralist who is forever trying to take 
the joy out of the omnivorous reader’s life. For 
the Colonel has unblushingly admitted that he 
whiled away much of the tedium of his recent hos- 
pital experience with some rattling good detective 
stories. 
Your true adept of the innermost arcana of en- 
joyable reading will find nothing surprising in the 
confession. Many men of the profoundest learn- 
ing and the most cultured literary tastes would, 
if put on the witness stand, be compelled to make 
one like it. Professional men, lawyers, doctors, 
editors, novelists, all the clan of individuals who 
earn their living mainly through mental toil, 
‘have found in the detective story of commierce 
whichever they needed, an intellectual stimulant 
or an intellectual anodyne, One of the most suc-. 
cessful lawyers in Missouri is almost equally 
proud of his collection of Shaksperiana and his 
several good boxes full of detective stories which 
sell for a dime a copy and are in great demand 
amoyg boys. 

There is nothing like a good mystery tale when 
one’s faculties are jaded and one is in the ter- 
rible throes of ennui. It should be a rousing, 
snappy one for preference, with a murder mystery, 
& super-sleuth, a very Prof. Moriarity of a villain, 
a distressed damsel, a tangled plot and a sur- 
prising finish. It is better if there are an in- 


bungling policeman, a lot of outdoor thrills and 
strange, subterranean passageways. If it pos- 
sesses also a little real literary merit, that is 
something gained, although literary excellence 
is not altogether indispensable. 

Of course, the Colonel didn’t give all his hos- 
pital hours to such things. He also read Momm- 
sen’s “Rome,” Mahaffey’s “Empire of the Ptole- 
mies,” Col. Andrew’s “Leadership and Military 
Training” and Odell’s “New Spirit of the New 
Army.” But it is a safe guess that he found 
these works all the more pleasurable and profita- 
ble from the piquant sauce afforded by his lighter 
reading. 
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FOOD EXPERTS IN CALORIES. 

The calorie is the unit of the hour—more im- 
portant and of more universal use than un:'s 
that merely convey meanings in terms of fight- 
ing’men or money or guns or ammunition. For, 
if calories in sufficient numbers are not forth- 
coming, the fighting men will be unable to fight 
and money and guns and ammunition wi'l be use- 
less. | 

They have lately taken to expressing our ex- 
ports of foods in calories. We are told in offi- 
cial reports that since July 1, 1914, and up to 
Jan. 1, 1918, we exported calories to the exact 
number of 68,159,000,000 to the Entente nations of 
Europe, of which France and England received 
68,107,000,000 calories and Italy and other nations 
the remainder. 

A standard calorie—the French spelling -athe- 


coming into general use—is the amount of heat- 
producing elements in food or other substances 
that will raise the temperature of one pound ot 
water four degrees Fahrenheit, though a smaller 
unit is given the same name. Looking over the 
formidable figures representing our "ood exorts 
in ealories we may suspect that two or three 
ciphers have fallen off in the printing. But the 
figures are appalling enough as they staud and 
convey perhaps just as much meaning 4s figures 
a hundred or more times as great. 

Expressed in another way, we export*d during 
that three years and a half 384,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, besides many millions more in dats, rye 
and corn; 443,498,000 pounds of beef, besides muil- 
lions more in hog products; 103,465,426 poun.'s of 
cheese and a fourth as many pounds of butter 
and 126,356,679 pounds of condensed milk. 

Expressed still another way, we have expor e1 
enough to provide 57,100,935 persons with a *1'- 
‘anced ration for one year, with something left 
over for unbalanced rations. 

From these figures, considering also present 
shortages in Europe, despite these enormous 
imports, we get some idea of the helpfulness of 
America to the Entente cause in food alone, to 
say nothing of munitions. 

We also get an idea of the difficulties of Ger- 
many, which before the war occupied in respect 
to food a position midway between England’s de- 
pendence on foreign supply and France’s self- 
supporting status, and which has been cut off 
from all American sources of relief aside from 
small shipments smuggled for some months 
through near-by neutral territory. 
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OUR LITTLE WAR. 

Reading the little dispatch in Saturday’s paper 
about a brush between Mexican guerillas and 
Texas Rangers, one was reminded how news val- 
ues have altered in the past few months. Not 
long ago such an affair would have demanded 
flaming headlines. Now it requires only three 
inches of space to tell how posses assailed 30 
outlaws, killed five of them and expected to 
“account” for 16 more before daylight. 

The little war on the border has been lost in 
the bigger war. Nevertheless it is being fought 
out relentlessly and will not end until, to bor- 
row the Ranger phrase, ‘‘the peace of God rests 
once more on the Rio Grande.” Nor is evidence 
wanting that our stanch possemen are accom- 
plishing their little job with a thoroughness and 
an attention to detail that is altogether American. 
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The times in which we live would seem to be 
not only stirring, but striking. ' 
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APPRECIATED IN GERMANY. 

Discussing in the Bremen Burger Zeitung the 
proceedings of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, Maj. Gaedke finds comfort and satisfac- 
tion in the “painful hours” that Secretary Baker 
passed in the committee room. There, according 
to Maj. Gaedke, the Secretary of War confessed 
that ‘‘after years of preparation the: American 
army was pot yet ready for that it lacked rifles 
and guns and as a result was not trained.” More 
than that, ‘the committee even contested the 
statement that the troops in France were fully 
equipped. In other words, a few ten thousands 
of troops had been sent to France, utterly unpre- 


‘| pared, to deceive the eyes of the world and per- 


haps frighten us.” 

Maj. Gaedke, of course, did not derive this in- 
formation from the testimony of the Secretary of 
War. He has evidently confused the Secretary’s 
testimony with the speeches of Senator Cham- 
berlain, Senator Hitchcock and Senator Weeks. 
But the conclusions that he bas drawn for the 
edification and encouragement of the Gérman peo- 
ple are precisely the conclusions that these*Sen- 
ators wanted the American people to draw. There 
can be no quarrel, therefore, with Maj. Gaedke. 
He is merely saying in effect what these Sen- 
ators said and under the circumstances he is not 
open to the charge of international misrepresen- 
tation when he tells the German people that: 

We do not mean to deny that the troops are 
again being sent across—and they think it 
very wicked for us not to be willing to grant 
them safe passage—but these mere fractions, 
perhaps a second division, which are being 
sent over, are only driblets and can only in- 
crease the casualty lists. 

In fear of our submarines, these troops are 
being sent by various routes, by way of Lon- 
don, Bourdeaux and La Rochelle. But no large 
bodies of American soldiers will be brought 
over this way in the near future. The enemy 
will have to fight the decisive battles without 
any noteworthy help from across tite Atlantic. 
From the German point of view it is good pol- 

icy to belittle the military activities of the United 
States. It is doubly good policy when the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs can be used to 
provide the materials for that kind of propa-

called staphylococcus, which 
cause the production of pus under 
the skin. When these staphylococ- 
ci get into the system they course 
around with the blood in search of 
an easy way out or they gather at 
the spot of entrance and produce a 
swelling that ends in a pustule. 

There are several methods of 
treating these painful and often dan- 
gerous furuncles; one is a direct at- 
tack upon the staphylococci with 
powerful antiseptics; another is a 
flank attack, introducing the same 
kind of remedies by way of the 
mouth or the blood stream; a third 
method is an attempt to enhance the 
natural fighting wowers of the tis- 
sues and fluids of the body by some 
kind of stimulation. Often these are 
used in combination. 

When a single boil or pimple heals 
quickly after it has been opened and 
emptied it is a sign that the system 
has rid itself of the poisoning germs, 
however, as is so often the 
case, a regular crop of boils appears 
and persists, it means that the sys- 
tem is not winning its battle against 
the invaders. Then it is that kelp is 
necessary. 

The London Lancet gays each pus- 
tule is to be empttea and swabbed 
out with nure carbolic acid. This not 
only kills the etaphylococci, but al- 
lays the pain. Hot fomentations'ap- 
plied every quarter of an hour for 
three hours are also a most valuable 
treatment, But something internal 
is needed. Sulphide of lime has been 
used for this, but it does not live up 
to its reputation. Drs. Albert Frouin 
and R. Gregoire have recently dis- 
covered that chloride and oxide of 
tin, taken internally, have a highly 
beneficial effect, and Capt. Arthur 
Compton, R. A. M. C., now in charge 
of the Military Bacteriological Labor- 
atory for the Dorset (England) dis- 
trict, has been trying the new reme- 
dy with such success that, as the 
Lancet says, it promises to supersede 
all other forms of treatment. 

The tin is administered in the form 
of stannoxyl, in~ one-grain tablets, 
from four to eight a day. Capt. 
Compton found that sometimes 20 of 
these sufficed to effect a cure, in oth- 
er cases aS many as 170 were neces- 
sary. As the tin is very constipating, 
salts are sometimes needed to correct 
this condition.

Looks for Increase in Tyroid 
Trouble. 

MARKED increase in disease 
A of the thyroid gland as a re- 

sult of the war is predicted by 
Dr. S. P. Beebe of New York in the 
Medical Record. He bases this pre- 
diction ion observations in Europe 
and on the fact that many of those 
who had suffered in the Kishineff 
massacre developed this disease aft- 
er coming to New York: that their 
terrible experience in the Triangle 
Shirt Waist Co.’s fire produced the 
Same trouble in at least three of the 
sufferers and a stmilar effect was 
observed after the San Francisco 
earthquake. 

For hyperthydroidism, as it is 
called, is known to be an effect of 
intense emotion, fright, distress, wor- 
ry and mental and physical exhaus- 
tion. 

“The civil population will suffer 
from somewhat -simflar emotional 
disturbance,” he continues. “The 
wives, sisters, sweethearts and 
mothers of the soldiers have had 
some foretaste of what is to come, 
and, unless all previous experience Is 
to be contradicted, the incidence of 
hyperthyroidism will be markedly 
increased.” 

Dr. Beebe says the sufferérs will 
need special care, and the disease 
must be recognized and treated at 
once if the cure is not to be tedious- 
ly long.

Whipped cream is an essential fo 
many German dishes, and in the sea- 
son a Berliner will commit any crime 
to obtain plover’s eggs. 

The weiss beer of Berlin, served in 
wine goblets, is rather going out of 
fashion. It often is drunk mixed 
with raspberry. juice. 


Restaurants Not Gay. 


The restaurants of Berlin are not 
gay, like those of Paris. There is, 
however, a rather rough night life 
created for foreign consumption. I 
did not take in‘any of these restau- 
rants and dancing cabarets, warned 
by the case of an Ambassador who 
was reproved by Von Jagow for vis- 
iting the “‘Palais de Danse.”’ 

In peace times few automobiles 
are to be seen on the Berlin streets. 
There are many millionaires in the 
city, but the old habits of German 
thrift persist. 

The modern architecture of Ger- 
many is repulsive. The man who 
builds a new house seems to want t» 
get something resembling as nearly 
as possible a family vault. Ihne. 
court architect and imperial favorite 
has produced, however, some beauti- 
ful buildings, notably the new library 
in Berlin: 

Munich pretends to be more of a 
center of art and-music than Berlin. 
Artists have their headquarters there, 
but the disciples of the awful “art 
nouveau” and kindred “arts” have 
produced many horrors in striving 
for new effects.

Military Training Ever in View. 


[LITARY training is always in 
view, and the use of the 
knapsack on walking tours is 

universal; even school children car- 
ry their books to school in knap- 
sacks and so become accustomed; at 
an early age, to carry this part of 
the soldier’s burden. 

Occasionally, in summer, bands of 
girls or boys are to be seen on walk- 
ing tours. In addition to the usual 
knapsack, they carry guitars or man- 
dolins. These young people are 
known as “wander vogel”’ (wander- 
ing birds), and sing as they walk. 
But they don’t'sing very loud. They 
might\break sonie regulation. 

Outside of the large cities and 
even in the cities vacant lots are oc- 
cupied by “arbor colonies’ (lauben 
colonie)—tiny little houses of wood 
erected by city workingmen and sur- 
rounded by little gardens of vege- 
tables and flowers. Here the city 
workman spends Sunday and often 
the twilight hours and the night in 
summer time. Of course, these are 
possible only in a country where the 
workingman is a distinct social class 
ang where he is compelled to be con- 
tent with the amusements and occu- 
pations of that class alone, 

There is no baseball or substitute 
for it—the clerks get their diversion 
in a country excursion or at the free 
bath on the Wann or Muggel Lake. 


HESE “free baths,” so-called 
T are stretches of sandy hike 
shore where the populace re- 
sort in hot weather, undressing with 
the indifference of animals on the 
beach, men and women all mixed to- 
gether, the men wearing only litie 
bathing trunks ana the women scanty 
one-piece bathing suits. There is a 
bathing tent where two cents is 
charged for the privilege of undress- 
ing, but most prefer the open beach. 
Few-swim or go in the water, but 
the majority lie about the beach, 
often sleeping in affectionate em- 
brace, all without exciting any com- 
ment or ridicule. 

The Boy Scout \ movement was 
taken up’ enthusiastically in Ger- 
many with the cheerful support of 
the military castes, who look on the 
activity as a welcome adjunct to 
military training. The boys certain- 
ly are given a dose of real drill Cn 
one occasion I saw a boy company at

The workingmen of Germany are 
more brutal than those of England, 
France and America; but this is b>- 
cause of the low wages they receive, 
and because they feel the weight of 
the caste system.
